85 and 115 miles northwest of the 
demilitarized zone, the U. S.

The planes were on a mission 


Wednesday to photograph North 
Vietnam's air defenses and 
supply routes to the south. 


The command said the North 


Vietnamese fired four SAM2 
missiles and a number of 37mm 
antiaircraft shells at the Navy 
RFI photo reconnaissance plane 
and its two fighter-bomber 
escorts. The fighter-bombers 
retaliated with one air-to-ground 
missile and

bombs.

congressmen. "They did it so 
systematically." 


In his voluntary, unsworn 


testimony, 
the 23-year-old 


former soldier from St. Paul, 
Minn., Wednesday said he 
watched the shootings, after one 
of the most popular men in his 
unit was killed by a land mine 
nearby.

Notley, near sobs at times, told 
an unofficial panel of antiwar 
congressmen. “They did it so 
systematically.”

Sacramento County these days is requiring prospective jurors 


to pass an intelligence and vocabulary test They are required to 
relate words as to meaning, and to answer batteries of 
true-false questions, presumablv designed to test perception of 
meaning It's not a new idea Some such tests nave been in use 
since back in the thirties, and they have undeniable appeal 
Questions before the courts, it can be argued should be settled by 
intelligent persons with clear, perceptive minds The\ should be 
able to understand the evidence and the arguments and not be 
misled by the fervor of the attorneys 


It is clear, also, however, that there is danger in that direction 


The principal upon which the jury trial was based is that an ac- 
cused person is entitled to have his guilt or innocence decided bv a 
jury of his peers — a jury drawn by lot from the commumt> and 
theoretically, at least, including persons much like himself 
Whenever the principle of selection by lot is interfered with a new 
element is mroduced 


The tests, we can assume, will be given fairl\ But someone 


must design the tests That means that jurors musts needs be 
drawn from among those that someone or some group thinks is 
qualified, that someone thinks is intelligent enough and educated 
enough Such tests obviously would result in a higher percentage of 
economic middle class and wealthy persons making the decisions 
There can be little doubt about there being more uneducated 
among the poor, and the likelihood is great that the poor, on the 
average, wouldn't do as well on picking out word meanings and 
such 


The fact that a person lacks knowledge doesn t indicate, 


though, that he is less intelligent And when it comes right down to 
it, there may be no sure way to measure intelligence exactly Of 
course, there are intelligence tests Such tests are w idely accepted, 
particularly for education studies, for admission to schools, and 
placing in schools But there's really no way of telling how 
meaningful they are 


Used as an aid in estimating and making subjective judgment 


they quite probably perform a valuable service But we are taking 
dangerous chances with human rights and human liberties if we 
start basing laws upon them 


As to selection of juries, it would be better if we went farther in 


the direction of making formation of panels completely by lot keep 
the panels large enough, and let the attorneys whittle them mfo 
shape by challenge

They described m the 20 hours 


of tapes how big firms pressured 
their brokers to push stocks 
while the market was falling, 
how these firms threatened to 
force recalcitrant brokers out on 
the streets to sell shoes, how the 
exchange 
largely 
ignored 


charges against prominent 
brokerage houses, how the Stock 
Exchange's investigators found 
the exchange "in so much 
trouble" that they ducked out on 
the investigation 


We discussed the tapes with 


othei brokers who generally 
agreed the statements ga\e the 
unvarnished truth about Wall 
Street 
Exchange President 


Robert Haack however angrily 
denied the charges and spoke 
heatedly of Baker 


CHEATING CLIENTS 


One 
of the 
best 
known 


brokerage 
partners 
on Wall 


Street, in a taped conversation, 
told 
how prominent firms 


hustled stocks that were losing 
value The brokers were ordered 
to "churn 'em," he said — that 
is, to buy and sell the stocks 
quickly to oring in maximum 
commissions 


"What about clients9 How can 


you kill clients like thai'" asked 
Baker 


"You know, you get pretty 


desperate," said the partner 
We agreed to omit his name 
after he pleaded with us that the 
disclosure would rum him on 
Wall Street and could cause the 
death of a heart patient in his 
family 


The partner told about a big- 


name firm that sold customers' 
stocks at terrible losses after 
President John F 
Kennedy's 


assassination in order to make 
commissions, although a stock 
market rally was almost cer- 
tain 


Speaking 
of 
another 


prestigious firm on the verge of 
bankruptcy, he said the ex- 
change was "scared to death to 
bring it out 
What they tried 


to do is to find a home for them " 


"What the stock exchange 


needs," grumped Baker "is a 


home loi itself " 


"I think what it needs," said 


the pai tner "is 'o bf> blown up " 


He went on "I could tell you 


othei stories where they look the 
other way Depends on who it is 
They got all kinds of rule books 
For example, if Merrill, Lynch 
does something wrong

Let's face it, it's not 


equal opportunity " 


WALL STREET JUSTICE 


He told of complaining about 


such inequities to the exchange 
"I said to the guy at the stock 
exchange, for Chnssakes, how

Even former

regulators have given up trying 
to reform the stock exchange, 
said the partner He told how a 
number of investigators hired

can't get themselves out of it, 
and they don't want to be 
around " 


In this Wall Street veteran's

SAN FRANCISCO — The Kids 


are flexing their muscles-; and 
every now and again you will 
run into one of them who will ask 
you, 
shyly, "How're we doing"7" 


The student who asked the 
question had traveled, with two 
friends, four hours from his 
campus to participate in the 
demonstration in San Francisco 
over the weekend He and his 
companions were full of praise 
and blame They did not think 
highly of Congressman Burton, 
who had taken the better part of 
a half hour trying to raise money 
from the participant It wasn't 
only that he had given a rather 
material 
aspect 
to 
the 


demonstration — by going on 
and on about the $35,000 it had 
cost to arrange the facilities for 
the demonstration it was that 
he had threatened the crowd 
Used, in fact, the highest sanc- 
tion 
until the crowd came 


through with the necessary 
money said Burton, he vvOuldn't 
permit the rock band to return to 
entertain them This was twice 
painful The students had many 
of them come a very long way 
Here they were listening to 
someone talk about money And 
if money wasn't forthcoming, 
they wouldn t be permitted their 
music 
Hardly a 
way 
to 


acknowledge the gravity of the 
occasion 


Then there was this Chicano 


leader They didn't '.ike him 
much, but for different reasons 
He was very militpiit In fact, 
using unpleasant language, he 
had ordered the musicians off 
the stage, so as not to distract 
from his message But then the 
Chicano leader had gone on and 
on not about the Vietnam War, 
which after all was the reason 
for the protest, but about other 
things — many other things — 
and it was the judgment of the 
students that he had diffused the 
gravamen of the protest 


It was very badly arranged, 


the students said There was no 
planned climax The rally ended 
in a rather inconclusive way 
There was no Martin Luther 
King there to dream a dream 
that would send the participants 
home dizzy with pride and 
resolution 
It simply petered 


out 


There was a high point, they 


agreed It was Dick Gregory, 
who turned in a dramatic 
pledge He would not again eat 
solid food, he said, until the 
Vietnam War was over Several 
years ago Mr Gregory gave up 
meat, in protest against the 
killing of animals He is now 


escalating, and he greatly 
moved the crowd 


Congressman 
Pete 
Mc- 


Closkey, who is the anointed 
leader of the anti-war group 
during this season, was present 
But there is disagreement about 
why he did not actually speak 
And some disagreement, even, 
about the exact circumstances 
of his disappearance Suddenly, 
acco-d'ng to one student, he 
simply walked off the stage and 
was not seen again There are 
those who interpreted 
his 


walkout as in protest against the 
obscenities being uttered by the 
man who had the microphone at 
the moment 


It was then that the question 


was blurted out did I think that 
the demonstrations had any 
effect on Mr Nixon7 I replied I 
did not know,adding that I am 
qualified only to say what are 
the demonstrations that affect 
me I was affected, I said, by the 
White House-sponsored Youth 
Conference which just now 
finished meeting in Colorado 
Springs The newspapers inform 
us the students voted for three 
things, 
and 
very 
nearly 


unanimously 
1) a fixed date 


retreat 
from 
Vietnam, 2) 


legalized pot, and 3) legalized 
sex in any variety between, or 
for that matter I suppose 


among, consenting adults What 
is interesting is that the par 
ticipants of this congress were 
picked as nearly as possible by 
scientific means It isn't just the 
bellicose doves, who swarm in to 
any scheduled demonstration It 
was young America, the same 
young America that Mr Nixon

Danger In That Direction 


Sacram ento County these days is requiring prospective jurors 
to pass an intelligence and vocabulary test. They are required to 
relate words as to meaning, and to answer batteries 
of 
true-false questions, presumably designed to test perception of 
meaning. It’s not a new idea. Some such tests have been in use 
since back in the thirties, and they have undeniable appeal. 
Questions before the courts, it can be argued should be settled by 
intelligent persons with clear, perceptive minds. They should be 
able to understand the evidence and the arguments, and not be 
misled by the fervor of the attorneys. 


It is clear, also, however, that there is danger in that direction. 
The principal upon which the jury trial was based is that an ac­ 
cused person is entitled to have his guilt or innocence decided by a 
jury of his peers — a jury drawn by lot from the community and 
theoretically, at least, including persons much like himself. 
Whenever the principle of selection by lot is interfered with a new 
element is inroduced. 


The tests, we can assum e, will be given fairly. But som eone 
must design the tests. That means that jurors musts needs be 
drawn from among those that someone or som e group thinks is 
qualified, that someone thinks is intelligent enough and educated 
enough. Such tests obviously would result in a higher percentage of 
economic middle class and wealthy persons making the decisions. 
There can be little doubt about there being more uneducated 
among the poor, and the likelihood is great that the poor, on the 
average, wouldn’t do as well on picking out word m eanings and 
such. 


The fact that a person lacks knowledge doesn’t indicate, 
though, that he is less intelligent. And when it com es right down to 
it, there m ay be no sure way to measure intelligence exactly. Of 
course, there are intelligence tests. Such tests are widely accepted, 
particularly for education studies, for admission to schools, and 
placing in schools. But there’s really no way of telling how 
meaningful they are. 


Used as an aid in estim ating and making subjective judgment, 
they quite probably perform a valuable service. But we are taking 
dangerous chances with human rights and human liberties if we 
start basing laws upon them. 


As to selection of juries, it would be better if we went farther in 
the direction of making formation of panels com pletely by lot, keep 
the panels large enough, and let the attorneys whittle them into 
shape by challenge. 


More Students Seeking Loans 


Requests for student loans have been mounting rapidly in the 
past year as educational costs have zoomed upward and the 
number of students has increased. 
The vice president of United California Bank in charge of in­ 
stallm ent credit and supervisor ot the student loan program, 
reported that by last year outstanding student loans totalled more 
than $18 million. They w ere slightly more than $2 million in 1968. 
Tallies for January and February of this year were $1.2 million. 
That is 45 per cent more than for the sam e months in 1970.

He will charge 
that the exchange blacklisted 
him while it overlooked million- 
dollar chiseling by big firms. 
Baker played several hours of 
tapes for us of startingly candid 
conversations with brokerage 
partners and other Wall Street 
operators. When we contacted 
them, they were outraged at 
Baker 
for 
recording 
their 
rem arks. 
But 
m ost 
acknowledged they had made 
the damning statements. 
They described in the 20 hours 
of tapes how big firms pressured 
their brokers to push stocks 
while the market was falling, 
how these firms threatened to 
force recalcitrant brokers out on 
the streets to sell shoes, how the 
exchan ge 
largely 
ignored 
ch arges 
again st 
prom inent 
brokerage houses, how the Stock 
Exchange’s investigators found 
the 
exchange 
“ in 
so 
much 
trouble” that they ducked out on 
the investigation. 
We discussed the tapes with 


other brokers who 
generally 
agreed the statem ents gave the 
unvarnished truth about Wall 
S treet. E xchan ge President 
Robert Haack, however, angrily 
denied the charges and spoke 
heatedly of Baker. 


CHEATING CLIENTS 
One 
of 
the 
b est 
known 
brokerage 
partners 
on 
Wall 
Street, in a taped conversation, 
told 
how 
prom inent 
firm s 
hustled stocks that were losing 
value. The brokers were ordered 
to “churn ’em ,” he said — that 
is, to buy and sell the stocks 
quickly to bring in maximum 
commissions. 
“What about clients? How can 
you kill clients like that?” asked 
Baker. 
“You know, you get pretty 
desperate,” said the partner. 
We agreed to omit his name 
after he pleaded with us tiiat the 
disclosure would ruin him on 
Wall Street and could cause the 
death of a heart patient in his 
family. 
The partner told about a big- 
name firm that sold custom ers’ 
stocks at terrible losses after 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination in order to make 
commissions, although a stock 
market rally was alm ost cer­ 
tain. 
Speaking 
of 
another 
prestigious firm on the verge of 
bankruptcy, he said 
the ex­ 
change was “scared to death to 
bring it o u t. . . What they tried 
to do is to find a home for them.” 
“What the stock 
exchange 
needs,” grumped Baker, “ is a 


home lor itself." 
“ I think what it needs,” said 
the partner, “ is to be blown up.” 
He went on: “ I could tell you 
other stories where they look the 
other way. Depends on who it is. 
They got all kinds of rule books. 
For example, if Merrill, Lynch 
does something wrong . . . not 
one thing happens to the part­ 
ners . . . Let’s face it, it’s not 
equal opportunity.” 


WALL STREET JUSTICE 
He told of complaining about 
such inequities to the exchange: 
“ I said to the guy at the stock 
exchange, for Chrissakes, how 
can you allow something like 
this? And he says, ‘Look, you 
know there’s no justice in this 
world.’ ” 
E ven form er 
governm ent 
regulators have given up trying 
to reform the stock exchange, 
said the partner. He told how a 
number of investigators hired 
by the Stock Exchange from the 
S ecu rities 
and 
E xchan ge 
Commission had quit. 
“They just all felt that the 
exchange is in so much trouble 
that the (exchange operators) 
can’t get themselves out of it, 
and 
they don’t want 
to be 
around.” 
In this Wall Street veteran’s 
opinion, brokering “ is a whore’s 
b u sin ess . . . You take the 
brokerage 
business 
and 
the 
garment district business, and 
they are two of a kind. I think 
there are plenty of businesses 
around, Cy, that are not so cut­ 
throat.” He then used an ob­ 
scenity to express his opinion of 


the stock exchange interest in 
protecting investors. 
In a future column, w e’ll give 
the taped comments of other 
Wall Street figures.

On The Right 
Some Protests From The Protesters

SAN FRANCISCO — The Kids 
are flexing their muscles; and 
every now and again you will 
run into one of them who will ask 
you, shyly, “ How’re we doing?” 
The student who asked 
the 
question had traveled, with two 
friends, four hours from his 
campus to participate in the 
demonstration in San Francisco 
over the weekend. He and his 
companions were full of praise 
and blame. They did not think 
highly of Congressman Burton, 
who had taken the better part of 
a half hour trying to raise money 
from the participants. It wasn’t 
only that he had given a rather 
m aterial 
a sp ect 
to 
the 
demonstration — by going on 
and on about the $35,000 it had 
cost to arrange the facilities for 
the demonstration. It was that 
he had threatened the crowd. 
Used, in fact, the highest sanc­ 
tion: 
until 
the crowd 
came 
through with the n ecessary 
money, said Burton, he wouldn’t 
permit the rock band to return to 
entertain them. This was twice 
painful. The students had, many 
of them, come a very long way. 
Here they were listening to 
someone talk about money. And 
if money wasn’t forthcoming, 
they wouldn’t be permitted their 
m usic. 
H ardly 
a 
w ay 
to 


acknowledge the gravity of the 
occasion. 
Then there was this Chicano 
leader. They didn’t like him 
much, but for different reasons. 
He was very militant. In fact, 
using unpleasant language, he 
had ordered the musicians off 
the stage, so as not to distract 
from his m essage. But then the 
Chicano leader had gone on and 
on not about the Vietnam War, 
which after all was the reason 
for the protest, but about other 
things — many other things — 
and it was the judgment of the 
students that he had diffused the 
gravamen of the protest. 


It was very badly arranged, 
the students said. There was no 
planned climax. The rally ended 
in a rather inconclusive way. 
There was no Martin Luther 
King there to dream a dream 
that would send the participants 
home 
dizzy 
with 
pride 
and 
resolution. It simply petered 
out. 


There was a high point, they 
agreed. It was Dick Gregory, 
who turned in a 
dram atic 
pledge. He would not again eat 
solid food, he said, until the 
Vietnam War was over. Several 
years ago Mr. Gregory gave up 
meat, in protest against the 
killing of animals. He is now

he 
greatly 
moved the crowd. 
C ongressm an 
P ete 
Mc- 
Closkey, who is the anointed 
leader of the anti-war group 
during this season, was present. 
But there is disagreem ent about 
why he did not actually speak. 
And som e disagreement, even, 
about the exact circumstances 
of his disappearance. Suddenly, 
according to one student, he 
simply walked off the stage: and 
was not seen again. There are 
those 
who 
interpreted 
his 
walkout as in protest against the 
obscenities being uttered by the 
man who had the microphone at 
the moment. 
It was then that the question 
was blurted out: did I think that 
the demonstrations 
had 
any 
effect on Mr. Nixon? I replied I 
did not know,adding that I am 
qualified only to say what are 
the demonstrations that affect 
me. I was affected, I said, by the 
White House-sponsored Youth 
C onference which just now 
finished meeting in Colorado 
Springs. The newspapers inform 
us the students voted for three 
things, 
and 
very 
nearly 
unanimously: 1) a fixed-date 
retrea t 
from 
V ietnam , 
2) 
legalized pot, and 3) legalized 
sex in any variety between, or 
for that m atter 
I 
suppose 


among, consenting adults. What 
is interesting is that the par­ 
ticipants of this congress were 
picked as nearly as possible by 
scientific means. It isn’t just the 
bellicose doves, who swarm in to 
any scheduled demonstration. It 
was young America, the same 
young America that Mr. Nixon 
and Mr. Agnew and so many of 
the rest of us have assumed is in 
silen t, 
but 
acq u iescen t, 
equilibrium. 


That — I venture — is news, in 
the sense that 300,000 students in 
Washington or San Francisco to 
hear the 300,000th speech by 
Coretta King, is not news. If it is, 
w e 
finally 
have 
fully 
representative expressions 
of 
student opinion. Or — is it 
possible? — did the students, 
having arrived so innocently at 
Colorado Springs, find them­ 
se lv e s 
easy 
paw ns 
of 
the 
id eological hustlers? It has 
happened before.

At any rate, the sap is run­ 
ning. 
We sh all 
know soon 
whether the hustle is merely a 
seasonal imperative, or whether 
the students are prepared to 
heighten their manifestations of 
d issatisfaction to correspond 
with Mr. Nixon’s deceleration of 
the Cold War.

SAN JOSE (AP) — A San Jose 
woman reportedly became so 
badly afflicted by the effects of 
automobile -generated carbon 
monoxide in day-to-day living 
that she moved away on medical 
advice. 
An account in the San Jose 
Mercury reported that Mrs. Roy 
Chastain, over a period of a 
year, suffered nausea, tingling 
in the legs and general poor 
health. 
After repeated efforts to get at 
the cause of the problem, Mrs. 
Chastain was tested for carbon 
monoxide in the blood, the story 


said, with the aid of a San Jose 
S tate C ollege team on air 
pollution and society. 
It was discovered that Mrs 
Chastain’s blood had a carbon 
monoxide level far above that 
acceptable for humans.

story said she was advised to 
leave and did so, going to Santa 
Cruz.

tax banks as people today 
reached the Senate floor over 
opposition by the insurance 
industry and Gov.

The measures by Sen. John A. 


Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, would 
lower from 
two-thirds to a 


simple majority the margin by 
which bank and corporation 
taxes may be changed by both 
houses of the legislature.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — A 
proposal to make it as easy to 
tax banks as 
people

reached the Senate floor over 
opposition

industry and Gov. Reagan’s 
finance experts. 
The measures by Sen. John A. 
Nejedly, R-Walnut Creek, would 
lower from two-thirds to a 
simple majority the margin by 
which bank and corporation 
taxes may be changed by both 
houses of the legislature. 
That would put corporations 
and banks on the same par with 
people, whose sales and income 
taxes may be altered by simple 
majority vote. 
The proposal passed the 
Senate Revenue and Taxation 
Committee Wednesday on a 6-2 
vote, with Nejedly and the 
committee chairman agreeing 
this was the first time such a 
reform bill had made it to a floor 
vote.

A boisterous, rollicking farce 
— an opera — held the attention 
of students yesterday from Red 
Bluff, Los Molinos and Corning, 
who filled the Red Bluff High 
School gym. 
The one act comic opera, 
“Gianni Schicchi,” was the third 
to be presented in as many years 
by the Western Opera Company, 
the touring arm of the San 
Francisco Opera.

that the quickly 
developing action of this fun 
opera, sung in English, would 
appeal to the youth.

new will. He does — and leaves 
the riches to himself, rather 
than the relatives, who dare not 
reveal the deception for fear of 
punishment for perpetrating the 
fraud. 
The performers, all capable in 
both voice and acting, seemed to

freshness. It is hard to believe 
that the freshness still exists 
after so many performances 
given all winter in schools from 
the Mexican border to Alaska.
